Additional Backup Information



The William Cannon Bridge over Onion Creek Phase II project, which started construction in April 2011, will add a new
three lane structure with sidewalk and bike lane on East William Cannon Drive crossing Onion Creek. The contractor is
Chasco Contracting and the initial contract amount was $2,513,329.00.

In March 2012, when construction was approximately 90% complete, a newly built 15-foot storm drain inlet started to
subside. The project team investigated the failure and determined that an emergency situation existed due to the sinking of
the inlet which could lead to further pavement failures around the inlet. The inlet repair and related work needed be done
as soon as possible in order to prevent undermining of the surrounding pavement and possible pavement failures that

would impact public safety.

It was initially thought that the repair could be implemented within the approved Council authority. However, the repair
cost is now estimated at $237,000, which exceeds the approved Council authorization and administrative authority. Due
to the emergency declaration, it was necessary to authorize the contractor to perform the repair prior to seeking Council
approval of the additional authority. Therefore, under the provisions of Local Government Code 252.022 (2), an
emergency change order was issued to preserve and protect the public health and safety of the public.

Austin Transportation Department has issued an emergency Purchase Affidavit to facilitate the expedited repair work.
This project is located within zip code 78745 and is managed by the Public Works Department.
